Crimes Like Czolgosz’ Are Aimed st 
Every Citizen. 
New York, Sept. 12.—Former Attor­ 
ney General Griggs at Paterson. N. 
J., said that ti#* talk of amending th# 
Constitution to deal with th# situation 
which arises out of the shooting of 
President McKinley is unnecessary. 
“A law should be passed,” he said. 
“'making an offense punishable by im 
prison meat for life to be a member 
of any organization that teach©# th# 
murder of public officials.

the government, 
whether it succeeds or not.

CONSPIRACY

CHARGED 


High Priestess of Anarchy Held In 


Chicago Without Bail—Chicago Po­ 


lice Officials Fear They Cannot Hold 


Her Much Longer Unless More Evi­ 


dence Is Sent From the Pan-Ameri­ 


can City. 


Buffalo, Sept. 12.—The police have 
taken the preliminary steps necessary 
to secure the extradition of 
Emma 
Goldman, the anarchists' leader, under 
arrest at Chicago, for alleged com­ 
plicity in the plot to kill President Mc­ 
Kinley, and it is understood that ap­ 
plication for her removal to this state 
will go forward to the Illinois authori­ 
ties just as quickly as the formalities 
can be complied with. 
Other than 
signifying their general intent the po­ 
lice keep silent as to the course that 
they plan to follow and the exact na­ 
ture of the charge to be made against 
the Goldman woman has not yet been 
disclosed. 
There is also doubt as to 
the m anner in which it will be made. 
It is generally oelieved that Emma 
Goldman Is to be tried under the laws 
of this state far conspiracy, but it is 
admitted that much depends upon the 
nature of the showing that can be 
made against her in court. 
Doubt Is 
expressed that the police have so far 
been able to secure any satisfactory 
evidence connecting 
her with 
the 
crime committed by Czolgosz, and the 
ability of the police to secure a con­ 
viction upon the information th**y now 
have is seriously questioned in some 
quarters. The police continue to with­ 
hold ail information aoout their work, 
but they say that they will not proceed 
against Emma Goldman unless their 
investigations fully warrant such ac­ 
tion. 
The local authorities 
feel certain 
that Miss Goldman will put up a fight 
for liberation at Chicago on habeas 
corpus proceedings, but 
they 
feel 
quite confident that a showing suffi­ 
cient to hold her can be made. 
The 
admission of Czolgosz and the Gold­ 
man woman relative to their meetings, 
their connection with anarchistic cir­ 
cles and the confession of Czolgosz 
to the Inspiration drawn by him from 
the teachings and speeches of 
the 
woman are deemed sufficient to satis­ 
fy the courts on that point.

Emma Goldman Arraigned for Con­ 
spiring to Murder McKinley. 
Chicago Sept. ll.—Magistrate Prln- 
diviU# decided that Emma Goldman, 
the anarchist lecturer 
under arrest

ing the decision of similar cases in 
the upper court. 
The action of Jus­ 
tice PrindfVille In holding her without 
bail extends only to Friday. 
At that 
tim e the question will he reconsidered 
and the magistrate will decide whether 
she shall he held without bail or re­ 
lease*! under bonds until 
the 
pre­ 
liminary hearing of the charge against 
her. which is set for Rcpt. ii. 
Miss Goldman appeared for a hear­ 
ing before the magistrate durra* the 


anre of the hearing till Sept. 18, the 
date set for the hearing of other an­ 
archists in custody here. 
Mr. Owens, 
the prosecutor, stated that the result 
of an investigation at Buffalo was be­ 
ing awaited. 
The court postponed the decision in 
the matter of bail, which Miss Gold­ 
man demanded the privilege of fur­ 
nishing, until later in the day.

Crimes Like Czolgosz’ Are Aimed st

of life. 
The general appearance of the adults 
is that of Uving cadaver». Their eye* 
are deeply sunken ami devoid of ex­ 
pression.

The children all 
have this appearance, tlietr stomachs 
being distended to an abnormal stae. 
These queer people wear few clothes. 
The men are suspicion» and run hardly 
be approached or engaged in conversa­ 
tion in any manner. 
The children 
scamper Into the woods at the sight of 
a stranger and can be seen only now 
and then ns they poke their bends 
from under n shrub or front behind n 
tree, 
W ithin the Inst few days a number 
of persons have gone from TulJabotoa 
to InvaatifSto throe people and their 
hahtta. Several fam ilies have horn dis­ 
covered near the mountains. 
They 
claim tbnt their fathers cultivated the 
unwholesome taste for dirt. 
One of 
the moro Intelligent men of the tribe 
stated that they eat clay of a Mulsh 
character found on th# mountain aids*. 
This, It semifi, produces n sleepy feel­ 
ing. and those addicted to the habit sre 
victims of epilepsy. Few of them live 
to ha more than forty or forty-five 
years of age. 
It wan found that not one of them 
could read or write, while they rwuld 
hardly understand even very si tuple 
words. 
Their language is iem H*r, 
and they appear to he mentally dwarf­ 
ed and phyirtralty different from any 
other spades of the genus homo.

Cretvs Has Already Armed 


In Brainerd. 


I here in now every assurance that 
Brainerd will be connected with the 
northern part of the state by toil 
telephone lines, a rr*w*># that has 
Allen, of Duluth, has long liven anxiously waited for Ely 
♦Air busine** men of the city ax well 
a# merchants and other patrons of 
toll lines in other towns and cities 
north. 
Charles II. Ryder, of the construc­ 
tion depart men t of the A. T. A T. 
Company, is in the city today and 
his presence with a crew of men lends 
significance to the theory that there 
is to t>e considerable work out of 
Brainard in some direction at once. 
Mr. Ryder stated this morning 
that while he had not Eieen definitely 
advised as to what lines are to lie 
built, he knows that Brainerd will 
lie the head quarters for the com­ 
pany for some time, and that toll 
lines will be constructed connecting 
the city with some of the outside 
world. 
It is thought that the application 
of Manager Mork, of the Aitkin 
Telephone 
company, to the city 
council asking that he tie given a 
franchise to run a toll line into this 
city along the N. P. right of way to 
the City Hotel, stirred the A. T. & 
T. Co. up somewhat, for hardly a 
week had elapsed, after the appli 
cation was made, before supplies 
were being shipped to the city for 
construction purposes. 
It is more than likely, and in fact 
it might ta* positively stated, that 
the line to be built is Eietween this 
city and Superior. 
As it is now* 
there is no direct connection between 
Brainerd and tin* head of the lakes. 
Tile above company has their line 
constructed into Superior, and the 
connection between that point and 
this would make a very profitable 
one. 
As it is now when a customer 
wishes to call up Duluth or West 
Superior it is necessary to first call 
up St, Paul, and in this round-about 
way the rata is ll.db, while if th* 
line was completed direct, the rate 
would ta* about the same as between 
Brainerd and St. Paul at the present 
time. 
One of the officers of the company 
will be in the city tomorrow and it is 
stated on good authority that the 
work on the proposed line will com­ 
mence at once. 
It is not likely that the line will be 
extended north on the M. A I. The 
Iron Range Telephone company has 
already' constructed a line between 
Wadena and Walker, thence running 
north to Bemidji.

Mr. Ryder stated this morning 
that while he had not been definitely 
advised as to what lines are to be 
built, he knows that Brainerd wi! 
be the head quarters for the com 
pany for some time, and that tol 
lines will be constructed connecting 
the city with some of the outside 
world. 
It Is thought that the application 
of Maoager Mork, of the Aitkin 
Telephone 
company, to the city 
council asking that he be given 
franchise to run a toll line into this 
city along the N. P. right of way to 
the City Hotel, stirred the A. T. A 
T. Co. up somewhat, for hardly 
week bad elapsed, after the appli 
cation was made, before supplies 
were being shipped to the city for 
const ruction purposes. 
It is more than likely, and in fact 
it might be positively stated, that 
the line to be built is between this 
city and Huperior. 
As it is now 
there is no direct connection between 
Brainerd and the head of the lakes 
The above company has their line 
constructed into Huperior, and the 
connection between that point anc 
this would make a very profitable 
one. 
As it is now when a customer 
wishes to call up Duluth or West 
Superior it is necessary to first call 
up Ht. Paul, and io this round-about 
way the rate is $1.35, while if the 
line was completed direct, the rate 
would be about the same as between 
Brainerd and St. Paul at the present 
time. 
One of the officers of the company 
will be io the city tomorrow and it is 
stated oo good authority that the 
work on the proposed line will com 
menee at once. 
It is not likely that the line will be 
extended north on the M. A I. The 
Iron Range Telephone company has 
already' constructed a line between 
Wsdena and Walker, thence running 
north to Bern id ji.

Now Being Taken of the Mississippi River, 


U. S. Assistant Engineer Morrow 


Being in Charge. 


Work on part of the general stir 
vey of the Mississippi river by the 
government is now under way near 
this place. 
U. S. A ss’t Engineer A. 
T. Morrow is in charge of the work 
and is assisted by E. J. Thomas, 
Frederick A. Snyder, Fred Stearns 
and 12 other mon. says the Aitkin 
Age. 
H eadquarters are at a camp 
near the bridge where everything is 
arranged comfortably in the tented 
village 
This is work that was jxmt- 
poned Ut the time of the general su r­ 
vey two years ago, owing to high 
water here. 
The territory to be cov­ 
ered extends from Fin© Knoll to three 
miles above town, half a mile on each 
side of the river, and about a m onth’s 
timewill be required. 
Minute sound­ 
ings of the river will be taken and 
the character of the bottom and 
banks noted as well as elevations of 
water surfaces. 
The information secured is to he 
used in connection with the subjects 
of overflows, navigation, improve­ 
m ents and other questions th at may 
urine. 
Engineer Morrow has had 
wide experience on the Mississippi, 
his work extending from the gulf to 
Itasca. 
On the lower river his work 
has been in part to ascertain cause of 
floods and of this he says the popular 
idea is th at they are caused by the 
bed of the river rising from sediment 
and the confine of the w ater by 
levees, but this is a mistake as the 
sediment 
fluctuates 
collecting at 
times of low water and being sluiced 
out by great floods. 
A fter the flood 
of 1HD7 the river was deeper urn! 
wider 
than 
ever 
known 
before. 
While navigation is light at p o t­ 
ent, Mr. Morrow says that es|s*ciaiiy 
from St. floras south this great water 
way is sure to be used extensively for 
the shipment of freight arni grain 
exports from th*- valley.

Now Being Takes o f the Mississippi River 


II. S . Assistant Engineer Morrow 


Being is Charge. 
Work on part of the general sur 
vey of the Mississippi river by the 
government Is now under way near 
this place. U. S. Ass’t Engineer A. 
T. Morrow is in charge of the work 
and is assisted by E. J. Thomas, 
Frederick A. Snyder, Fred Stearns 
and 12 other men. ways the Aitkin 
Age. 
Headquarters are at a camp 
near the bridge where everything is 
arranged comfortably in the tented 
village. This is work that was post­ 
poned at the time of the general sur­ 
vey two year* ago, owing to high 
water here. The territory to be cov­ 
ered extend* from Pine Knoll to three 
miles above town, half a mile on each 
side of the river, and about a month’s 
timewill be required. .Minute sound­ 
ings of the river will be taken and 
the character of the bottom and 
banks noted as well as elevations of 
water surface*. 
The Information secured is to be 
used in connection with the subjects 
of overflows, navigation, improve­ 
ments and other question* that may 
arise. 
Engineer Morrow has hat 
wide experience on the Mississippi 
his work extending from the gulf to 
Itasca. Go the lower river his work 
has been in part to ascertain cause of 
floods and of this be saya the popular 
idea la that they are caused by the 
bed of the river rising from sediment 
and the confine of the water by 
levees, but this la a mistake as the 
sediment fluctuates collecting at 
times of low water and being sluiced 
out by great floods. 
After the flood 
of 1697 the river was deeper and 
wider - than ever known 
before. 
While navigation is light at pres­ 
ent, Mr. Morrow ss>s that especially 
from St. Louis south this great water 
way la sure to be used extensively for 
the shipment of freight and grain 
exports from the valley.

In future years. Ills examinations Intc 
the conditions prevalent In some re 
glons In Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, lilt 
nola, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska and 
Colorado revealed the fact that In spit* 
of the severe damage suffered by tb« 
crops the drought was In one sense a 
valuable lesson. 
Farmers are learning to plant more 
of a variety and put lean dependence In 
one particular crop,’* said Professor 
Galloway. 
The exiterimcnt stations maintained 
by the deportment In all parts of the 
country, he said, are Important factors 
In the dissemination of practical knowl­ 
edge, and the farmers are learning 
their value and profiting thereby. Pro 
ft-»sor Galloway said that the beet sug 
sr Industry was attaining respectable 
proportion*. Mugar beets, he declared 
need much closer attention than nwet 
grains, corn for Instance, hut that ft* 
has I teen demonstrated at one of the 
experiment stations which lias gone In­ 
to the beet raising bttsluesa on rather a 
large scale that a profit of about $73 an 
acre can lie realised. 
Professor Galloway found much of 
the corn suffering from uudcrcultlva- 
tfon, tlw* fanners In many placea having 
evidently despalrod of the crop and let 
the w«*cda run riot In the fields. Thta Is 
a mistake, he declares, for the reason 
that the remaining moisture there may 
tie In the swill goes to the support of the 
weeds as well as the grain.
